Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.”’ Acts 2:4. 
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Holy and Perfect Prospects Awaiting Us 


Text: “Holy and without blame.” A 
portion of the fourth verse of the first 
chapter of Ephesians. The entire verse 
reads, “According as he hath chosen us 
in him before the foundation of the 
world, that we should be holy and with- 
out blame before him in love.” 

Immediately someone makes this re- 
mark, ‘“‘There is none good, no nor one.” 
Now, let us read fuller in detail and not 
omit the essential portion of the scrip- 
ture. In Matthew 19:16, 17 we read, 
“And, behold, one came and said unto 
him, Good Master, what good thing 
shall I do, that I may have eternal life?” 
Carefully note the answer that Jesus 
gave. “And he said unto him, Why call- 
est thou me good? there is none good but 
one, that is, God: but if thou wilt enter 
into life, keep the commandments.” This 
simply means the sinner and _ not the 
righteous man. Quickly this verse of 
scripture is placed before us, “If we say 
that we have not sinned, we make him 
(God) a liar, and his word is not in us.” 
1 John 1:10. Sure, all have sinned and 
come short of the glory of God and it 
makes no difference how moral and up- 
right anyone may live, if he has not been 
born again and redeemed by Jesus’ blood 
he is lost. 

Listen to what 1 John 3:9 says about 
being born again, “Whosoever is born of 
God doth not commit sin; for his seed 
remaineth in him: and he cannot sin, be- 
cause he is born of God.” An individual 
must be very careful so as to not let the

light go out of his soul, because St. Luke 
11:26 plainly states, ““Then goeth he, and 
taketh to him seven other spirits more 
wicked than himself; and they enter in, 
and dwell there: and the last state of that 
man is worse than the first.” 

Did Jesus say no one could be com- 
pletely HOLY? The definition for the 
word “holy” is just as plain as the nose 
on a man’s face—io be PERFECT, 
PURE, SINLESS (without sin), SA- 
CRED, PIOUS, CONSECRATED. To 
be consecrated is nothing more than de- 
dicating our entire life to the service of 
God, presenting our bodies a living sacri- 
fice, HOLY and acceptable to God, 
which is to set apart completely from all 
sin and dross of the world. This is plain 
SANCTIFICATION and the power to 
overcome and serve comes from the sanc- 
tified temple that has been filled with the 
HOLY GHOST, and thank God, the 
evidence of this blessed HOLY GHOST 
POWER is speaking in other tongues, the 
language of God, and miraculous gift 
from heaven as the Spirit gives utterance. 

Paul was dead to sin and the lusts of 
this world. In Romans 7:12 he said, ‘““The 
commandment holy and just, and good.” 

Now to our text, “HOLY AND 
WITHOUT BLAME.” If any blame 
whatever is placed upon a person, that in- 
dividual has reproach, an imputation of a 
fault and a responsibility of anything 
WRONG. If wrong isn’t sin and UN- 
HOLY, then I don’t know my ABC’s. 
The SAINTS OF GOD. ARE HOLY 


AND WITHOUT BLAME. They are the 
interwoven structures to God’s temple. 
1 Cor. 3:16, 17, “Know ye not that ye 
are the temple of God, and that the 
Spirit of God dwelleth in you? If any 
man defile the temple of God, him shail 
God destroy; for the temple of God is 
holy, which temple ye are.” It is cleansed 
and free from sin. My, the devil surely 
does get mad about this pure and HOLY 
temple or edifice. Why? Because he can’t 
make an entrance to let a single portion 
of his worldly playhouse in. 

As one who loves your soul and with 
all love for everyone, let me inform you 
that a dancing, drinking, gambling card- 
playing, so-called follower of the Lamb 
cannot dwell in the temple of God.

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The Noisy Church of God Folk

“But the Lord is in his holy temple: let 
all the earth keep silence before him,” 
Hab. 2:20. “But thou, when thou pray- 
est, enter into thy closet, and when thou 
hast shut thy door, pray to thy Father 
which is in secret; and thy Father which 
seeth in secret shall reward thee openly,” 
Matt. 6:6. “Be still, and know that I am 
God,” Psa. 46:10. “And _ the work of 
righteousness shall be peace; and the ef- 
fect of righteousness quietness and assur- 
ance for ever,” Isa. 32:17. 

“Oh, the noise those people make. I like 
the singing and preaching, but I just can- 
not stand the noise.” How often do we 
hear some such remark and how many of 
the people now in the good, old gospel 
way have made such remarks or worse! 

Then in the light of the scriptures just 
cited, why are the services some times 
so noisy? Was Jesus noisy, or was He 
quiet? We would like to consider the 
Christian being noisy or quiet in the 
light of the scriptures, especially since the 
Church of God folks are being accused 
of being fanatical, emotional, disorder- 
ly, and devilish, many times by professed 
Christians, 

The Psalmist says, “Thy word is a 
lamp unto my feet, and a light unto my 
path.” So we must look to it for guidance 
and rightly divide it to come to a fair 
and just conclusion as to our conduct. 

We would say to our readers first of 
all that this is the quietest world you 
will ever see. Hell will be filled with the 
shrieks of the lost bewailing their doom, 
and heaven will be filled with the praises 
of the redeemed with their rejoicing. 

For instance, in Rev. 8:11 is recorded 
the praising and honoring of God. There 
is a little silence recorded in Rev. 8:1, 
“And when he had opened the seventh 
seal, there was silence in heaven about the 
space of half an hour.” This silence oc- 
curs as the seven angels are preparing to 
sound their trumpets, at which time the 
awful plagues of the tribulation are be- 
ing poured out upon the earth. Just this 
little time of silence. 

As we study the Bible records of the 
children of God we find that they have 
always been a noisy crowd, both in prais- 
ing God and shouting the victory. In 
fact, the children of God are the only 
people in the world who have a right to 
shout. And that is because they have the 
victory over the devil through Jesus’ 
blood. The people of the world who are 
going on in their unsaved condition, 
headed for a devil’s hell and eternal woe, 
have nothing to shout about. The Old 
Testament records the acts of the wicked 
king Balak, king of the Moabites, who 


as Israel came from Egypt under the lead- 
ership of Moses and neared Balak’s coun- 
try, was afraid and sent for Balaam to 
curse Israel. He said to Balaam, “For I 
wot that he whom thou blessest is blessed, 
and he whom thou cursest is cursed,” 
Num. 22:6. Balaam went in opposition 
to God's will and the next day after pre- 
paring sacrifices Balaam went to see what 
God would show him. God answered by 
blessing Israel. They moved to a differ- 
ent place and tried again and in God’s 
second answer He said in part, “And 
the shout of a king is among them,” 
Num. 23:31. 

The building of the foundation of the 
temple by Zerubbabel after the seventy 
years’ captivity is recorded in the book of 
Ezra. There we find a mingling of joy 
and sadness as some of the older ones re- 
member the first temple. And in Ezra 
3:11 we read, “And all the people 
shouted with a great shout, when they 
praised the Lord, because the foundation 
of the house of the Lord was laid.” And 
in the 13th verse, “So that the people 
could not discern the noise of the shout 
of joy from the noise of the weeping of 
the people: for people shouted with a loud 
shout, and the noise was heard afar off.” 
“Be glad in the Lord, and rejoice, ye 
righteous: and shout for joy, all ye that 
are upright in heart,” Psa. 32:11. 

We would ask the reader to note that 
it is for ALL the upright in heart to 
SHOUT for joy. That includes every 
child of God. “O clap your hands, all 
ye people; shout unto God with the voice 
of triumph,” Psa. 47:1. A shouting of 
victory is recorded in Joshua 6:20 as 
Joshua was leading the army to capture 
Jericho, “So the people shouted when the 
priests blew with the trumpets: and it 
came to pass, when the people heard the 
sound of the trumpet, and_ the people 
shouted with a great shout, that the wall 
fell down flat, so that the people went 
up into the city, every man straight be- 
fore him, and they took the city.” Also 
1 Sam. 4:5, “And when the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord came into the camp, 
all Israel shouted with a great shout, so 
that the earth rang again.” At another 
time there was war between Israel and 
Judah and Judah is sore distressed and 
cried unto the Lord. 2 Chron. 13:15, 
“Then the men of Judah gave a shout: 
and as the men of Judah shouted, it came 
to pass, that God smote Jeroboam and all 
Israel before Abijah and Judah.” 

Let us now notice some shouting in 
praises to God. In 2 Sam. 6:16 David and 
all the house of Israel brought up the 
ark of the Lord with SHOUTING and

with the sound of the trumpet. Zeph. 3: 
14, “Sing, O daughter of Zion; shout, O 
Israel; be glad and rejoice with all the 
heart, O daughter of Jerusalem.” So 
many of us are apt to judge by what is 
customary or by what we are used to see- 
ing done. Instead we should take the 
Bible as we have mentioned and place our- 
selves according to its teachings. 

If some man or woman has done some 
noble deed and people shout and applause 
to them little is thought about it. Bur 
let us remember that the Lord has done 
more for mankind than any human can 
do and that He is worthy of all praise. 
I would call the reader’s attention at this 
time to the twelfth chapter of Isaiah, the 
last verse, “Cry out and shout, thou 
inhabitant of Zion: for great is the Holy 
One of Israel in the midst of thee.” Also 
Joel 2:26, “And ye shall eat in plenty, 
and be satisfied, and praise the name of 
the Lord your God, that hath dealt won- 
drously with you: and my people shall 
never be ashamed.” These two scriptures 
especially show that God was and is 
worthy of praise. Notice a few other Old 
Testament scriptures. Neh. 9:5, “Then 
the Levites . . . . said, STAND UP and 
BLESS the Lord your God for ever and 
ever: and blessed be thy glorious name, 
which is exalted above all blessing and 
praise.” ““My praise shall be of thee in the 
great congregation: I will pay my vows 
before them that fear him,” Psa. 22:25. 
“I will bless the Lord at all times: his 
praise shall continually be in my mouth,” 
Psa. 34:1. “And my tongue shall speak 
of thy righteousness and of thy praise all 
the day long,” Psa. 35:28. “Enter into 
his gates with thanksgiving, and into his 
courts with praise: be thankful unto 
him, aad bless his name,” Psa. 100:4. 

We could cite many more Old Testa- 
ment scriptures to show that in the olden 
times at least the praising and glorifying 
God was in order. We call your atten- 
tion at this time to some New Testament 
scriptures along the same line. Luke 19: 
37-40, “And when he was come nigh, 
even now at the descent of the mount of 
Olives, the whole multitude of the disci- 
ples began to rejoice and praise God with 
a loud voice for all the mighty works 
they had seen; Saying, Blessed be the 
King that cometh in the name of the 
Lord: peace in heaven, and glory in the 
highest. And some of the Pharisees from 
among the multitude said unto him, Mas- 
ter, rebuke thy disciples. And he answered 
and said unto them, I tell you that, if 
these should hold their peace, the stones 
would immediately cry out.” So the un- 
saved, religious folk of Jesus’ day dis- 
liked to hear the noise of His followers 
praising Him. Nevertheless it was need- 
ful and pleasing to Him. The devil sure- 
ly hates to hear the Lord praised. He al-

BIBLE SCHOOL 


One of the most eminent, outstanding 
needs throughout the Church of God to- 
day is Christian education. The realiza- 
tion of this great need is responsible for 
the Bible Training School. It cannot, un- 
der present circumstances, meet success- 
fully the demands of the great need, but 
is progressing far in the right direction, 
thus meriting the co-operation of every 
member in the Church of God. 

Much of the trouble, division and strife 
among Pentecostal people is caused by 
misinterpretation of the Scriptures and 
teachings concerning great Bible doc- 
trines. If a statistical survey of knowl- 
edge concerning the Bible and relevant 
subjects could be taken of all who pro- 
fess to have the Pentecostal experience, 
the result would be astounding. Yet many 
contend over points of doctrine of which 
they have no clear conception and of 
which they know but very little about, 
priding themselves in being the oracles of 
God to reveal unto the people new light, 
which many times, is nothing else 
but a concoction of misconceived ideas of 
their own minds. They lead many honest 
people away from the real truth and 
weaken considerably the position of the 
Church of God, because they profess the 
Holy Ghost with the initial evidence of 
speaking in other tongues just the same 
as we do. Hence, the need of Bible knowl- 
edge and need of a Bible School which we 
are privileged to represent. 

It becomes the duty of the school to 
prepare its students to meet and success- 
fully refute the inconsistent, unscriptural, 
doctrinal positions which are so prevalent 
in the ranks of Christianity today. Also, 
the student should be prepared to define 
and defend the teachings of the Church 
which are consistent and _ scriptural, 
which, if Biblically defended, will bring 
about uniformity of belief and promote 
the spirit of unity which is an innate 
part of the Church. 

Christian education will not destroy 
spirituality if properly guarded but will 
promote and cultivate the spiritual mind 
to realize the need of and the appreciation 
of more spirituality. 

A Spirit-filled faculty can lead a 
Spirit-filled student body deep into the 
unsearchable riches of Christ, unfold to 
them the mighty truths of the gospel, and 
point out to them the way of holiness 
more perfectly. 

Here Christian influence hels to mold 
Christian character, here the student be- 
comes established in God, so that when 
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he leaves he can face the world with the 
assurance of the fact that he has much 
more than the world could ever offer 
him. Here confidence is inspired, thus 
emboldening him to perform that which 
God requires of him. Here, many times, 
the student is made to realize his need of 
a deeper experience in the Lord. The en- 
vironment naturally promotes spiritual 
growth, for which we thank God.

It 
flashed through my mind of my failing 
to keep my vow until it seemed I could 
not get a prayer through to God for my 
healing, so I was taken to the hospital. 

I thought I was going to be all right, 
came home and another trouble set in. 
The scripture says, “Go and sin no more 
lest a worse thing come upon you.” I was 
rushed back to the hospital with an awful 
vomiting spell and pain. In a few days 
they gave me a blood transfusion and 
thought I would be all right. 

Then in May, 1935 the same trouble 
came right back again, only worse—aw- 
ful vomiting and inward hemorrhage. 
You see I had not prayed through con- 
cerning my getting well. I had been lean- 
ing on the arm of flesh. I could feel that 
my heavenly Father was not pleased with 
me. Lying there in the hospital I could 
not eat and was getting weaker, The doc- 
tor wanted to X-ray and said if he found 
the cause of the hemorrhage an operation 
might remedy the trouble. I’m __ telling 
you, friends, then was the time I felt my 
need of getting a hold on God and not 
letting go until He answered. I remem- 
bered King Asa in the Bible with a dis- 
ease in his feet. He sought not the Lord 
but the physicians and died, 2 Chron. 
16:12, 13. 

They had not been giving me medicine 
this last time at the hospital, only of- 


fered me dope. One night I intended to 
pray for God’s will and refused to take 
it. I promised God if He would make a 
way. for me to get away from that hos- 
pital I’d never take any more medicine 
and would give Him a chance to heal my 
body. That night it came to me as to 
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whom to send word to pray for me. As 
well as I can remember the doctor came 
in the next day and told me I could go 
home. Now I knew this was answer to 
prayer, as I had no idea when I'd go 
home, no one asked the doctor to let me 
go. They would not let me sit up, rolled 
me out to a waiting car. I was brought 


home and laid in bed. 


Two nights I could hardly sleep any, 
had my mother and husband praying 
with me. We got hold of God and the 
second morning I told my husband whom 
I wanted to come and pray with me. One 
sister brought me scriptures the Lord had 
given her for me. One scripture was 
about doubting Thomas and the other, 
“Let not your heart be troubled.” While 
she brought scriptures to me it seemed 
like lightning from glory. The glory of 
God came upon me so_ suddenly and 
raised the cover off me, rolled me over, 
set me up, then stood me up on the floor.

ways has and always will, but it is as 
much in order today as it ever was to 
praise the Lord for all the mighty works 
that He has done.
